Phone Customers can still request 
Excise Tax Refund, IRS says 


Telephone customers can still 
request, this, year's, ope;time 
excise tax refund, according to 
the Internal Revenue Service.’ " 

Most phone customers, 
including most cell-phone users, 
qualify for the refund. The 
refund covers the three-percent 
tax paid on long-distance and 
bundled service. It can add $30 
to $60 — or even more — onto 
a taxpayer's refund. So far this 
year, 92.1 million taxpayers, 
71.6 percent of all individual tax 
return filers, have requested 
telephone ‘tax refunds totaling 
$4 billion. 

Eligible phone customers can 
request the refund on their 2006 
income-tax return. This includes 
those who haven't filed yet or 
those who obtained a tax-filing 
extension earlier this year. 

People who don’t need to file 
a regular income-tax retum can 
use a special short form — 
Form 1040EZ-T— to request 
the refund. Individuals with low 
income, including many senior 
citizens, may qualify to use this 
special form. 

The government stopped col- 
lecting the long-distance excise 
tax last August after several fed- 
eral court decisions held that the 
tax does not apply to long-dis- 
tance service as it is billed 
today. The tax continues to

ZC becomes AMSTI school

Alabama Math and Science 
Technology Initiative (AMSTI) 
is the recent program used by 
Alabama to help improve math 
and science test scores in grades 
K-8. It also teaches the students 
of Zion Chapel about technolo- 
gy and making connections with 
people around the globe. 


To get AMSTI, the elemen- 


tary school teachers and several 
other teachers agreed that they 
would. teach using —AMSTI, 
which tonvinced the state to 
accept the request for participat- 
ing in AMSTL. As far as the state 
of Alabama goes, Zion Chapel 
one of the 16 schools to be 
doing this in Alabama. 

Studies have proven. that 
AMSTI works because of the

hands-on experiments students 
perform. Like, for example, in 
the elementary students will 
learn about a hermit crab’s 
lifestyle by raising one and per- 
forming various experiments. 

~ In math, students will learn 
metric values by performing 
doing things like measuring dis- 
tance from one door to another 
in meters: Students will also use 
a GPS to send data to places like 
Birmingham where they will 
trade soil samples and finds the 
differences between north and 
south Alabama. Students will 
also take notes in journals which 
are now taking over the place of 
text books. 

Teachers were trained by peo- 
ple from North Alabama to learn 
about using AMSTI. They went 
June 4th through 15th to ‘be 
taught about AMSTI. 

This program is also going to 
be used by high school students 
here at. Zion Chapel because 
some of the high school teachers’ 
went to AMSTI training, like 
Mrs. Maness and Mrs, Coale. 
However, unlike the elementary, 
the high school’s. supplies have 
to be shared, so they will switch 
AMSTI supplies every nine 
weeks, 

AMSTI is funded by the 


Alabama Department of 
Education, and supported by 
programs such as Alabama 
Science in Motion (ASIM), 


Alabama Technology in Motion 
(ATIM), Global Learning and 
Observations to Benefit 
Environment (GLOBE), and 
Alabama Regional In-service 
Center. AMSTI also pays for all 
the equipment used in this pro- 
gram.

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USDA announces sign- 
up for new livestock and 
crop disaster program 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Friday announced 
sign-up dates for the new 
Livestock Compensation 
Program, Livestock Indemnity 
Program and Crop. Disaster 
Program. The three ad hoc dis- 
aster programs provide benefits: 
to farmers and ranchers who 
suffered losses caused by natural 
disasters in recent years. 

Eligible ranchers and other 
livestock producers can apply to 
receive’ benefits under the 
Livestock Compensation 
Program (LCP) and Livestock 
Indemnity Program (LIP) begin- 
ning Sept. 10. Eligible farmers 
can sign-up for the Crop 
Disaster Program (CDP) begin- 
ning Oct..15, if they suffered 
quantity losses to their crops, 
USDA will announce and con- 
duct. CDP. sign-up for quality 
losses at a later date. 

LCP. compensates livestock 
producers for feed losses occur- 
ring between Jan.1, 2005, and 
Feb. 28, 2007, due to a natural 
disaster. This can include pro- 
ducers» who suffered losses 
resulting from blizzards that 
started in} 2006 and continued 
into January 2007. Livestock 
producers may elect to receive 
compensation for calendar year 
2007 grazing season losses that 
are attributable to wildfire natu- 
ral’ disasters occurring during 
the applicable period as deter- 
mined by the Secretary of 
‘Agriculture. Producers in pri- 
mary counties declared secretar- 


_ lal disaster areas or certain 


counties declared presidential 
disaster areas between Jan. 1, 
2005, and Feb. 2&, 2007. are eli: 
gible as are producers located in 
counties ‘contiguous. to those 
counties. Also, producers. in a 
primary (or contiguous) county 


. that received an Administrator's 


Physical Loss Notice directly 
associated with a disaster decla- 
ration made by President Bush 
may also be eligible. Producers 
incurring a loss:in more than one

LIP compensates. livestock 
producers. for livestock losses 
between Jan, 1, 2005, and Feb, 
28, 2007, that resulted from nat- 
ural disasters, including losses 
due to blizzards that ‘started in 
2006 and continued into January 
2007. Producers in primary 
counties declared secretarial dis- 
aster areas or certain counties 
declared presidential disaster 
areas between Jan.) , 2005, and 
Feb, 28, 2007, are eligible as ‘are 
producers located in counties 
contiguous to those counties. 
Also, producers ina primary (or 
contiguous) County that received 
an Administrator’s. Physical 
Loss Notice directly associated 
with a disaster declaration made 
by President Bush may also. be 
eligible. Producers incurring ell- 
gible livestock losses in more 
than one of the 2005, 2006 or 
2007 calendar years must 
choose only one year tor which

CDP provides benetits «to 
farmers who suffered quantity 
and quality losses to 2005, 2006, 
or 2007 crops from natural dis- 
asters if ‘the crop was planted 
before Feb, 28, 2007, or, in the 
case of prevented plantings, tor 
crops that would have been 
planted before Feb. 28, 2007 
Producers who incurred qualify- 
ing losses in 2005, 2006 or 2007 
must choose only one year to 
apply for benefits. Producers 
may apply for benefits for losses 
to multiple commodities as long 
as the losses occurred in the 
same crop year. Only producers 
who obtained crop insurance 
coverage or coverage under the 
Noninsured Crop Disaster 
Assistance Program (NAP) for 
the year of loss will be eligible 
for CDP benefits. Producers 
must have suffered quantity 
losses in excess of 35 percent to 
be eligible for CDP.

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Medical Insurance 
important for pregnancy 
and childbirth 


Having medical insurance 
during pregnancy and childbirth 
can affect the chances of adverse 
birth outcomes and even infant 
survival. This is among the con- 
advanced in an 
Alabama Department of Public 
Health publication which ana- 
lyzes the methods of payment 
for delivering babies in 
Alabama. 

The report, “Method of 
Payment for Delivery,” uses 
data from birth certificates filed 
with the Center for Health 
Statistics, In 2005, 48 percent of 
Alabama deliveries were paid 
for by Medicaid, 48 percent, by. . 
private insurance, and the 
rémaining 4 percent were either 
by self pay or other means. 
Birth outcomes varied by 
method of payment for delivery. 
For example, babies « whose 
delivery was “paid for by 
Medicaid were 40 percent more 
likely to be born at low birth 
weight as were those whose 
deliveries were paid for by pri- 
vate insurance. Babies whose 
mothers were self pay were the 
most likely to be born at low 


birth weight. Low birth weight _ 


is associated with infant morbid- 
ity)... and mortality. 
Infants whose deliveries were 


self pay were. nearly twice as 


likely to die as those whose 
déliveries . were paid by 
Medicaid and over three times 
as likely to die as those whose 
deliveries were covered by pri- 
vate insurance. Babies covered 
by Medicaid were more than 60 
percent more likely to die than 
those paid by private insurance. 


The report stated, “These out-— 


come differences reflect the dif- 
ferent socioeconomic and cul- 
tural risk factors of mothers as 
well as the, amount and quality 
of health services received by 
mothers with different methods 
of payment’ for. delivery.” 
Dr. Donald Williamson, state 
health officer, said, “Finding 
ways to.increase the number of 
women with insurance should 
greatly reduce the number of 
mothers with late or no prenatal 
care and improve pregnancy 
outcomes by reducing the inci- 
dence of low birth weight babies 
and infant mortality.” 
Factors which had a bearing on 
method of payment for delivery 
included level of education, 


_ maternal age and marital status. 


* The study finds clear differ- 
ences in insurance coverage by 
the educational attainment of the 
mother. Medicaid coverage and 
self pay were more prevalent 
among the poorly educated and 
decreased with the level of edu- 
cational attainment. 


* The method of payment for — 
. delivery also varied greatly by 


the mother's age. Medicaid paid 
for four of every five births to 
teenagers, Mothers 20 to 34 
years of age had half of their 
deliveries paid by private insur- 
ance while Medicaid paid for 
two of every five deliveries. For 
mothers 35 and older, almost 80 
percent were paid for by private 
insurance, while Medicaid paid 
for fewer than one out of five 
deliveries. 

* Being married also affected 
the method of payment for 
delivery. More than 80 percent 
of deliveries for unmarried 
mothers were paid for by 
Medicaid compared to only 29.8 
percent of deliveries to married 
mothers ; 

Insurance status affects when 
women begin receiving prenatal 
care. Virtually all women with 
private health insurance began 
prenatal care during the first 
three months of pregnancy. 
Among women with Medicaid 
insurance, only 74,7 percent 
began prenatal care in the first 
trimester, while only 46.8 per- 
cent of women without health 
insurance began prenatal care in 
the first trimester,

The Elba Tigers hosted the Brantley Bulldogs last week in their 
season and continued their gridiron struggles with a 34-8 
loss to the 1A Bulldogs.

The Elba Tigers kicked off 
their season last Friday night on 
the soggy turf at Mack Wood 
Field and were dominated on 
both sides of the all in a 34-8 
loss to the Brantley Bulldogs.

| I Modifying lures & 
hooks can help 
with your catch 


Talk to any experienced angler and most of them will tell you the 

number one reason for failing to connect with a strikin, ing fish is dull 
hooks. “There are few items in any fackl¢ box that are more yseful | 
than a good hook sharpener. 
Small hooks up to medium size treble hooks can be sharpened with a 
fine stone. Larger saltwater hooks and large spinner baits hooks may 
sharpen faster with a small file. To check hooks for sharpness apply 
the fingernail test. Drag the point carefully across your fingernail at 
a slight angle. If it snags, then it’s sharp enough, if it slides across 
without snagging it needs sharpening. 

Modifying hooks slightly can also increase the hookup ratio. 
Spreading hooks out slightly from their shank is a trick used by many 
fishermen. Widing the gap with long nose pliers will improve the 
efficiency of single or treble hooks, Take needle-nose pliers and gen- 
tly grip the hook below the barb and bend outward away from the 
hook shank. This will open the bend up enough that the point will 
penetrate the fish’s mouth better when the hook is set. Hooks modi- 
fied this way will improve hookups, but they will also increase hang- 
ups in brushy areas. 

Fishing lures can also be improved with a little home tinkering. 
One trick an elderly fisherman showed me when I was a teenager was 
how to keep crank baits from hanging up so often. He clipped off the 
front hook (the one where the point points toward the head of the bait) 
on the front set of trebles. This works especially well when fishing 
heavily obstructed waters. 

Crank baits can be made to run deeper by adding commercially 
available stick on weights or by “Carolina rigging” them. Thread a 
bullet weight onto the line and add a swivel. Tie on a leader long 
enough that the bullet weight doesn’t interfere with the baits natural 
action, usually 12 to 18 inches. 

Adding trailers to spinner baits and buzz baits can often entice wary 
bass to hit. Add a curly tailed grub or cut the front portion of a plas- 
tic worm off and thread the smaller rear section on the hook. This is 
one way of instantly adding a contrasting color to the bait. The added 
attraction of sound can be achieved by inserting plastic rattles into the 
bait right behind where it attaches to the hook. avs 

Top water plugs can be made to sit with their head sticking up sim- 
ilar to an injured baitfish by adding an oversize rear treble hook. 
More weight can be added to the rear hook by wrapping it with lead 
wire. Crank baits and plugs can be made to look injured by dabbing 
a little red paint or fingernail polish on them behind the front section. 

A little “home tuning” on your baits and hooks can increase your

The Coffee County 
Commission broke the Monday, 
Sept. 10, regular meeting’ into 
two sessions resulting in a short 
morming session and an 
extremely long afternoon ses- 
sion. 

During the morning session of 
the meeting, Debbie Kasper 
addressed commissioners on 
behalf of Girl Scouts. She said 
the Girl Scouts organization is 
looking to use the farm center 
complex on April 5, 2008 for a 
“Thinking Day Ceremony.”

Elba City Council begins looking 


at budget for Fiscal Year 2008

The Elba City Council 
approved payment of ‘the 
monthly bills Monday evening. 
That motion and one to adopt a 
state resolution on a one-time 
pay boost for retired employees 
were the only two items requir- 
ing a vote of the council. 

However, things could get 
tense for the next couple of 
meetings as the mayor and 
council attempt to hammer out a 
balanced budget for the coming 
fiscal year which begins on 
October 15¢. Mayor James 
Grimes presented council mem- 
bers with a draft budget for their 
review and set a workshop for 
next Monday evening at 5:30 to 
discuss the proposal line-by- 
line. 

The mayor did explain that 
his proposal includes a small 
pay raise for all city employees. 
It also reflects increased cost of 
health insurance for city 
employees, 

The monthly bills totaled 


$85,902.75. This included the . 


usual transfers to the Elba 
schools, $6,874.20 for gasoline, 
$15,557.64 for a loan payment 
to the bank and $6,837.47 for 
insurance premiums. 

The council officially adopted 
a resolution from the State of 
Alabama retirement funds 


approving and funding a one- 


time extra payment to all retired 
employees. The actual cost to 
the City of Elba will be $2,343. 
It covers 10 retired employees. 

Police Chief Freddy Hanchey 
told council members that oper- 
ations within the department 
were routine with citations and 
arrests slowing down some from 
previous months. 

Grimes briefly discussed the 
monthly financial statement, 
noting that income is below 
budget amounts, but expenses 
have been cut enough to take 
care of the shortfall. He noted 
the income drop can be directly 
traced to a $200,000 drop in 
grants and the city having not 
yet received projected $55,000 
in financial institutional fees. 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
noted the stripping on U.S. 84 is 
almost complete, clean up 
efforts are ongoing, work on the 
former Beaver Dam Trailer Park 
continues as the airport work 
moves forward and the city con- 
tinues with the demolition work 
across from Dorsey Trailers.

Shortly after the police chief 
presented his monthly report, 
town resident Ricky Strickland 
addressed council members on a 
couple of issues — one pertain- 
ing to the police department. 

In regards to routine driver's 
license check stops conducted 
by the New Brockton Police 
Department, Strickland said he 
wanted to know exactly who has 
the right to check driver’s 
license, More tothe point, 
Strickland expressed a concern 
about reserve officers being uti- 
lized at the checkpoints and how 
much authority the reserve offi- 
cers are being given. 

Strickland said it is his under- 
standing that reserve officers 


can only-chetk a driver’s license 
when a certified officer is also 
present. He expressed concern 
over a recent driver’s license 
check on Hwy. 84 when there 
appeared to be more reserve 
officers present than . certified 
officers. 

Strickland also wondered if 
the reserve officers are being 
paid with grant funds for. the 
checkpoints, In addition, he 
questioned if the reserve offi- 
cers were being allowed to drive 
police cars as well. 

Chief Grimes responded to 
Strickland’s concerns/questions 
He said the reserve officers are 
not being paid for working the 
license checks. He said they are 
volunteering their time and only 
the certified officers are paid 
with the grant funds that allow 
the department to hold the 
license checks. 

Grimes also recalled the par
